Id the report laid before Parliament on the 21st July 1847 of the state of the trusts on 31st December 1846, a statement 
was mode of the apparent defalcation of 844/. 8s. 4tf. in the fiinds under the managejnent of the trustees in county 
Limerick, besides a further sum of 580/., said (in the accounts for 1846) to be accumulations of arrears of doubtful debte 
since the year 1824, which had throughout the course of the intervening period been ooneeuled from the governors if the 
latter account is a correct one. ’ 

Bj the minutes of the trustees at Limerick on the 11th December 1847, an order was mode that 643/. 7 s. \Qd. remain* 
ing in their hands since the 30th November 1847 should be lodged in the Provincial Bank of Ireland, and by a letter 
written by one of the trustees at Limerick to another in London, in May last, the unemployed amount in the possession of 
the trustees at Limerick was said to have increased to about 1,300/. 

On the Q3d December 1847 a letter was sent to the trustees by the court of the institution, directing them to repay the 
unemployed funds in their hands, and collect the amounts outstanding for the same purpose. On tlie°21st June last this 
order was repeated in a letter, of whidi a copy has been forwarded to each of the trustees, setting forth the defieioaov in 
their funds under their management, and the erroneous statements of the state of the trust for many years past by the 
resolutions of the trustees up to a very recent date, and the accounts transmitted by tliem to the board‘'in London uo to 
31st December 1846. ^ 

Notwithstanding these communications from the governors of the fund, the trustees have not repaid any part of the 
amount held unemployed by them, nor taken any notice of the letter of the governors on the 21st June, though up to 
the 29th January last they sent urgent letters and resolutions requesting the court of the institution to allow them to 
retain the fund. 

The frequent representations hy the trustees of the entire application of the aggregate amount of the fund to the 
benefit of the iuduslrious poor in county Limerick, and of the regularity in the mode of applying such resources to their 
benefit, are greatly at variance with the facts apparent by the accounts of the trust in that county. 

COUNTY CLARE. 

_ The trustees in county Clare have rendered no account of the administration of their trust, nor of the receipts and 
disbursements by them in the year ending 3ist December 1847. ^ 

In the report laid before Parliament by the governors of the fund on the 21st July 1847, allusion was made to tlie 
amount of 1,852/. 8s. 2d. which remained to be accounted for by the trustees in this county. 

Remodelled accounts, according to what the books of the trustees themselves contained, were sent to the trustees so 
•long back as 1 1th September 1847, requesting any explanation which could be afforded by tliem to the apparent deficiency 
thereby shown of 1,387/. 6s. 6d., after taking to account tlie amount for which vouchers had been produced in 1846 ■ no 
expknation, however, has been, afforded to account for this deficiency of cash, and by a further investigation of the stale 
of the trust since the above date, there appears an additional charge against the trustees for 911/. 6 s. 9 d. which lias not 
been passed by them through their books. This latter amount is composed of ’

From the general appearance of the accounts in this county, and the alterations from time to time in the books and 
erroneous statements made up therefrom, it is evident that the amount deficient is a defalcation, and that attempts have 
been made to conceal the same. ^ 

The amount of 933/. 7s. Off. repaid to the governors was unemployed in the savings bank at Ennis loth April 1847 
when a general call was made by the court of the institution for all unemployed funds for the purpose of bein->- applied’ 
to loons for seed directly by the governors of the institution. ° 

COUNTY CORK. 

Tije particulars of the trust in county Cork were not afforded to Parliament for the year ending 31st December 1846, 
as the accounts received and purporting to be those of the funds of the institution were not rendered by the trustees, nor 
by any party rendering them on behalf of the trustees. 

In the accounts received from the trustees for the year ending 31st December 1847, which are informal, they have also 
expunged a sum of 1,229/. lOs. lOd. contained in the accounts rendered prior to the inspection by Mr. Bertolucci in 
1346. under the head of doubtfril and bad debts.
